T h e Old Claim' A gainst th e C hU iw 
GoTeniment> 
. The claim against the Chilian Gov- 
cirnment, which has just been settled by 
the payment of $20,000 to our Secreta 
ry of State, is but vaguely understoo( 
by many persons, an i the following 
particulars which we obtain from the 
New Be.dford Standard will prove oi 
interest: The ship Good Return, of New 
Bedford, Job Terry, Master, arrived at 
Talcahuano, May 28, 1882, in distress, 
having lost her rudder on the 18th. 
She had 18,285 gallons of sperm oil, 
88,226 gallons whale oil, 22,000 pounds 
whalebone on board. The vessel was 
detained by the Chilian Government, as 
Cápt. Terry says, “On the miserable 
pretext of a few pounds of tobacco found 
in the chests of the sailors,” of the 
presence of which the boarding officer 
was informed. 
Capt. Terry was told 
that if he would give the Custom 
officers 60 or. 60 ounces of gold they 
would let the ship go,or else they would 
make all the trouble they could. The 
vessel was detained until Oct. 27. An 
estimate of damages amounting to $36,- 
041.65 was made by parties interested, 
and another estimate amounting to 
$37,165 was made by a committee of 
British naval officers 
appointed by 
Lord Townshend of the British frigate 
Dublin. Capt. Terry, who was the 
largest owner,called on every President 
from Jackson to Lincoln, in relation to 
his claim^ and frequently stated that if 
the Government would grant him a 
letter of marque he would collect it 
without any further trouble to Uncle 
Sam. The $20,000 is probably all that 
will ever be recovered. 


A laughable story is told by the Can- 
nelton Enquirer: Several months since 
a store-boat sunk near the little town of 
Bono, in this county, which had on 
board among other things several kegs 
of powder. 
One keg was carried up to 
Mr. Galey’s,and kicked.around the yatd 
for several days, but at last the inquia* 
itlveness of Mr. G. overcame his accus*- 
tomed prudence and he' tfetermined to 
experiment upon the keg.

when it made another spring into thé 
air, turiied over several times,iand made 
straight for Mr. G., .^hb By; this' time 
become somewhat frightened, and began 
to yell for water.

Editor Bismarck Tribune: 
Parsuantto the wish expressed ih your issue of the 
27th ultimo, I come forward to give yoRr lively and 
interesting paper some items in regard to this ^st, 
If they are not of interest to the general reader, they 
may be so to those readers, at least, who are conver­ 
sant with army life on the frontier, and who,mayhap 
would like to be informed of our doings in our com^ 
plete isolation, during these long and dreary winter 
months. 
Up to the present time tlie weather has been more 
than usually severe—the thermometer, for the last 
two months, ranging from zero to 83® below, occa 
tonally, (but only for a few days at a time,) aaoend 
Ing to a few degrees above zero. During the greater 
part of that time a keen north wind was blowing with 
such vehemence that one was iuoiined to believe; It 
was the precursor of the Furies just let loose from the 
icy bosom of the North Pole. 
If it cheers the heart, during such weather, to be 
ritting in good quarters with a blazing fire near at 
hand, thanking the gods and Uncle Sam that they 
have provided for our comfort, it makes us somewhat 
egotistical; and in our own enjoyment we are apt to 
forget the sufierings of a le^oa of homeless wander 
ers.In the company of Boreas, we had another viritor, 
who has added, if possible, more dreariness to the 
scene, I mean snow,*hot the “ beauUful snow” of the 
poet, falling lazily in large flakes, welcome by many 
but that drizzi>, icy snow, which has been grounc 
up and reduced into imperceptible atoms through the 
fierce blasts it has encountered before reaching us. 
In spite of its smallness, it has been faUing with such 
obstinacy that it has covered the earth with its white 
mantle at least twenty Inches deep en level ground.
